goatskins imported from Madras, Oct. 
18, 1898. 
The collector imposed duty, 
figuring the value of the India rupeo as 
certified by the United States consul at 
Madras. 
Beebe & Sons claimed the col­ 
lector erred in assessing adv* lorem duty 
upon a value in United States currency 
more than that estimated and deterined 
by tho director of the mint. This claim 
was upheld by the decision.
